The road from 
Palm Springs, through Cathedral City 
to the junction of th e Palms to Pines 
highway will receive $66,000. 
Federal approval of tsate highway 
construction in the next year involv­ 
ing an expenditure of $9,960,000 — of 
which $481.000 would be allocated to 
Riverside county— w as announced. 
Forty-ilve projects in the state, of 
wíTícii th ree of th e Southern Califor­ 
nia quota of 20 are to be in Riverside 
county, will receive $4,735,000 in fed­ 
eral funds and an additional $5,225,­ 
000 in sta te m onies. 
The R iverside p ro jects include: 
Santa A na canyon route west of Co­ 
rona, $360,000. 


W ithin Indio city lim its, $55,000. 
Indio-Palm Springs road to junction 
of P alm s to Pines highw ay, $66,000. 
The nearly ten m illion is for the

W hen— and if— incorporation be­ 
comes m ore than a petition, a serious 
job will lie before those first coun- 
cilmen. 
T h e necktie of city govern­ 
ment w ill be tied tight about their 
necks and knotted. 
Snarls of gov­ 
ernment are not easily 
untangled. 
Those councilm en will undoubtedly 
be a badly bewildered group. 


Various wards w ill elect men rep­ 
resentative of successful business in 
Palm Springs. Inasm uch as even the 
largest business in the village is ac­ 
tually a com parative small unit 
to 
manage, it will be a big jum p to the 
m anagem ent of w hat we m ay term a 
civic corporation. 


Running a going winter resort vil­ 
lage is a tremendously 
important 
task. 
T h e governm ent such as we 
will have may be compared to the 
corporation type o f business opera­ 
tion. 
Each has a board o f directors 
— or councilm en each is ow n ed by a 
large group of stockholders— or vot­ 
ers; each develops politics, particu­ 
larly the public corporation; each is 
expected, theoretically at least, to re­ 
turn som e form o f dividend to the 
stockholders. 


In considering the proposed in­ 
corporation of Palm Springs it is this 
last point o f comparison w hich trou­ 
bles us. 


Directors of business corporations 
often disregard th e great mass 
of 
small stockholders. The directors ac­ 
tions are usually directed by personal 
motives or dictated by the more im ­ 
portant stockholders. 
This violates 
a basic principle o f the corporation, 
which is dem ocracy. In Palm Springs 
in our ow n corporation— we must 
be alwavs alert to see that this same 
basic principle is n ot violated. 


As applied to b ig or little govern­ 
mental units, dem ocracy is ordinar­ 
ily conceived to represent the wishes 
and dem ands of th e majority. 
T his 
view is on ly half o f the true concep­ 
tion, for real democracy also requires 
that full consideration and apprecia­ 
tion be given to the wishes and de­ 
mands o f the minority. 


The responsibility of safeguarding 
th e m inority does not rest with the 
voters, but is a du ty of th e elected 
officials. 
T hey alone are in a posi­ 
tion to determ ine what com promise 
is necessary betw een the tw o groups. 
O ut of th e com promises— and there 
must be m any o f them — com e the 
civic dividends, payable n ot to the 
majority or m inority, but to all. 


N one o f us will question the good 
faith and earnest desires o f the coun­ 
cilmen w e elect. 
True, th ey will be 
rank am ateurs in city 
governm ent, 
but we m ust start the ball rolling 
som ewhere. 
T hey will have vision, 
for vision is necessary to success! ul 
business, and they will be business 
men. 
Vision is not enough. 
W e would 
like to tack a prefix on the word and 
demand prevision on the part of our 
councilm en. 
If they develop 
this 
quality, th ey will n ot only accurately 
look ahead into the future, but also 
apply the m ost circum spect judgm ent ^

Hve railroad floaters to transport its 
various parts across the country, a 
huge electric motor arrived at this 


desert siding today for the Metro­ 
politan Water District. 
The motor, 
which Is rated at 12,500 horsepower, 
will he installed in the Eagle Mountain 
pumping plant 011 the Metropolitan 


j Aqueduct. 
■» 


Shipping notices received from the 
Los Angeles offices of F. E. Wey- 
mouih. general manager of the water 
district, showed that the electrical 
giant weighs 222,000 pounds. 
It is 
the first of six of such motors which 
will be placed in operation in the 
Eagle mountain and Hayfield pumping 
plants of tile 392-mile aqueduct. 


Located on the desert 200 miles 
east of Los Angeles, the Eagle moun­ 
tain plant Is one of the five aque­ 
duct pumping plants which will lift 
a billion gallons of water a day a 
total height of 1600 feet over the 
mountain barriers that lie between 
the Colorado river and Southern Cali­ 
fornia's coastal plain. 


The initial development 
of these 
plants provides for the installation of 
three sets of pumps and motors in 
each plant. 
Each of the pumps, which 
are driven by the electric motors, 
will throw water at the rate of 90,000 
gallons per minute. 
At the Eagle 
mountain plant, where the motor re 
ceived today will be installed, the 
pumps will lift the water a height 
of 438 feet. 


Electric energy to operate the mo­ 
tors will come over a 237-mile trans­ 
mission line constructed by the Water 
district from Boulder Dam to each 
of the five plants along the Metro­ 
politan Aqueduct. 
Construction work 
on the pumping plants and other fea­ 
tures of the aqueduct' is approximate­ 
ly 80 per cent completed at the pres­ 
ent time, and th e great water supplyj 
system is expected to be placed in ■ 
I operation in 1939.

Contractors Plan To 
Reduce Building 
Cost 15% 


A t a recent meeting of the Palm Springs Contractors Association, a 
comprehensive drive to reduce building costs about 15% was launched. 
The contractors feel that if the material dealers, the artisans and the 
contractors work together, costs can be lowered to the level of a year 
ago, which would result in greater prosperity to the entire community, and 
especially to the building industry, employers and employes alike. 
The construction of a great many homes during last summer and fall 
•was postponed because prices had risen sharply above the estimates based 
on last spring's costs. W ith the price level of a year ago restored, it is 
assured that many of the postponed projects will proceed. The association 
has established a wage scale, effective April 1, which it believes will aid 
in lowering business costs. 
The Palm Springs Association, having a membership of 35, is a 
branch of the Building Contractors Association of Southern California, 
which has a membership of 8,000. It is comprised of all the licensed con­ 
tractors of Palm Springs and several building material dealers. It was or­ 
ganized for the purpose of stimulating building activities and for the bet­ 
terment of the building industry, to stabilize employment, and to maintain 
higher building standards at lower costs. 
Secion 2 of the constitution is as follows: “The purpose for which 
said association is formed to bind the members thereof together for the 
general betterment of themselves and their profession; to raise the stand­ 
ards of ethics and practices; to promote recognition of their profession by 
others; to promote a spirit of confidence between its members; to cooperate 
with established organizations and recognized authority for the purpose of 
assisting any movement for the betterment of conditions within the con­ 
struction industry and that it is an association that does not contemplate 
pecuniary- profit or gain to the members thereof. 1 


Painting Should 
Not Outweigh Good 
Construction 
Painting and trim are the two most 
conspicuous features of a house to the 
layman's eye. To tile casual observer 
the frame of the house, the wiring and 
piping, even the plaster and floors are 
concealed behind these two items 
Only the experienced observer looks 
beyond them. 
The house that is down at the heels 
can lie brought up to date, thus in­ 
creasing hs value and improving the 
appearance of the entire neighbor­ 
hood. Funds for repairs, improve­ 
ments. and additions may be obtained 
from private 
financial 
Institutions 
which operate under tile Property Im­ 
provement Plan of the Federal Hous­ 
ing Administration. 
Before any other repairs are made, 
a house should be checked for struc­ 
tural soundness. If the value of the 
property is to be maintained, it must 
be basically sound. Repairs of this 


order should be made first. 
It is poor economy to agree to one 


le s s coat of paint or enamel in an 
effort lo cut down the cost of building 
or repair. Before the work is started 
there should be a definite agreement 
as to the number of coats and the 
quality of the paint to be used. 
Cheap millwork shows up in opened 
joints, warped edges, and raised grain. 
Grades of wood and methods of finish 
and joining should be agreed upon be­ 
fore the contract Is signed. When it 
is necessary to cut down costs, it is 
better to omit nonessential features 
completely than to skimp on the quali­ 
ty of those contributing to fundamen 
tal soundness. 


Loans Insured for 
Structural Changes 
In cases where such improvements 
as an elevator or a built-in air-con­ 
ditioning system become a structural 
part of a building a loan for the pur­ 
chase and installation of Such equip­ 
ment would be eligible for insurance 
under the 
Property 
Improvement 
Credit Plan of the Federal Housing 
Administration.

Buildings 


A list of some of the repairs and Im­ 
provements to commercial and miscel 
laneous buildings which may be fi­ 
nanced under the Property Improve­ 
ment Credit Plan has been compiled 
by the Federal Housing Adminis­ 
tration. 
The list includes built-in air-con­ 
ditioning systems, ash-removal equip­ 
ment when part of the heating system, 
burglar-alarm systems, elevators, es­ 
calators, fire-alarm systems, fire es­ 
capes, fire-hose systems (mounted on 
reels and permanently attached to the 


water system), sprinkler systems, etc. 
etc.

Contractors Association of Palm Springs 
Reduces Building Costs 


In an effort to reduce building costs in Palm Springs and thus to stimulate building activities 
and to provide more employment for Palm Springs workmen, the Palm Springs Chapter of the 
Building Contractors Association of Southern California has issued the following letter: 


Palm Springs Building Trades Council, 
Palm Springs, California. 
Dear Sirs: 
. 
The Building Contractors Association of 
Southern California, Palm Springs Chapter, rec­ 
ognizes your Council as the accredited organiza­ 
tion representing the Building Trades, and in 
giving consideration to existing conditions we 
also recognize that we are the trustees for all 
those involved in the building industry', particu­ 
larly those who have to do with home building 
and home ownership. W e have, therefore, en­ 
deavored to weigh all factors in arriving at a 
solution, taking into consideration the owner, 
the employee and the employer. 
The Association is well aware that any at­ 
tempt on its part to arbitrarily set a wage scale 
or to attempt to bargain without a premise 
would be foolish and unfair. 
The Association is desirous of stabilizing c n- 
ditions in the construction industry including 
rates of pay, and number of hours that men are 
to work. It feels however, that any agreement 
that might be made between the industry- and 
labor must be based upon an economic factor 
that would cause the industry to thrive and 
grow, thereby giving employment to the largest 
number possible. 
The Association has no quarrel with labor, 
and is in sympathy with its aims and objectives. 
Some of the controversy that has existed be­ 
tween the employee and the employer is due 
to the unfair methods that some employers have 
used with labor. 
It has been and now is the desire of the 
members of this Association to give labor every 
consideration in order that a relationship be­ 
tween the employer and the employee may be 
carried on in a practical and sensible way. Any 
relation which may possibly endure between 
your Council and this Association must take 
into consideration the general public and the 
home owner. W hen a wage scale is set so 
high as to discourage and throttle the industry, 
labor is the first to suffer. The effort to main­ 
tain such a wage brings about little building and 
great unemployment. 
A fter full and careful consideration by the 
Association of the important matters involved, 
it has adopted the following policy as the only 
solution, which will stimulate building and bene­ 
fit both labor and cmploy-er. 


March 25, 1938. 


Therefore the Palm Springs Chapter of the 
Building Contractors Association of Southern 
California has adopted the following policy: 
First: W e will recognize the Palm Springs 
Executive Board of the American Federation of 
Labor as the sole bargaining agency for the 
building trades in Palm Springs. This, however, 
shall not be construed in any way to mea,n that 
we do not recognize the right of every man to 
work regardless of any organization affiliation. 
Second: That the Palm Springs Executive 
Board of the American Federation of Labor 
recognize the Palm Springs Chapter of the 
Building Contractors Association of Southern 
California as the sole bargaining agency for 
the General Building Contractors and Sub-con­ 
tractors in Palm Springs. 
Third: W e accept and recognize the forty 
hour week. 
Fourth: W e agree to pay not less than the 
scale herein submitted. This scale is based on 
the prevailing Federal Index cost of living, and 
is the only practical and fair way now available 
for determining what is a fair wage scale. 
The following scale is effective April 1, 1938: 
(Per eight-hour day) 
Carpenters, rough and finish ....$ 8.00 
Cement Finishers ........................... 8.00 
Electrical W orkers ...................... 8.00 
Bricklayers .................................. .... 9.00 
Plasterers ......................................... 10.00 
Plaster Tenders ......................... .... 8.00 
Plumbers ............................................ 9.00 
Lathers ..............................- ............ 10.00 
Tile Setters....................................... 8.00 
Roofers .............................................. 7.00 
Painters .............................................. 7.00 
Sheet Metal W orkers ............. .... 6.40 
Laborers, common .................... .... 4.40 
You will recognize the fairness of this policy 
and our keen desire to cooperate with labor for 
the general benefit of all those involved.

Miguel Saturnino, aged Palm Springs 
Indian, died Wednesday evening while 
seated at a council meeting of the 
Agua Caliente tribe of Indians. Satur­ 
nino, said to have been at least 85 
years old, sat dozing in the firelight as 
it had been his habit for many year) 
gone by, and he was paid but little 
attention when lie closed Ills eyes for 
an apparent nap. 
But when lie suddenly slumped to 
the floor from his place in the circle 
they 
Investigated. 
Saturnino was 
idead. Dr. Oliver was called shortly 
before 10 p. m. and he said the aged 
man had evidently died In his sleep 
more than a hour before. 
The aged Indian was known to be 
at least 85 and possibly over 90 years 
old, other residents of the reservation 
told Deputy Coroner Seymer Casu 
i when he investigated the case with 
Chief of Police L. J. Boiler of Palni 
Springs yesterday. 
He had told them, they said, that 
when the Southern Pacific railroad 
was constructed across the desert from 
Los Angeles to Yuma, Ariz., in the 
I early ’70s, lie was a young man and 
worked on the project. 
A resident of the desert area during 
his entire life, Saturnino had not only 
: aided in building the railroad, but had 
witnessed finally the construction of 
improved highways with the growth 
of automobile traffic which made 
Palm Springs into one of the most 
famous health and winter resorts in 
the world, and the landing of pas­ 
senger airplanes in the town at the 
foot of Mt San Jacinto. 
He saw magnificent hotels and great 
homes constructed on acres surround­ 
ing the reseñ a 'ion, where the famed 
hot spring bubb'es in a palm grove; 
and hordes of tourists, lured by the 
desert, peopling the canyons where as 
a lad he had played and hunted among 
the giant palm trees. 
Saturnino came here from Cabazon 
and was adopted by the local Agua 
Callente tribe. It is said be was 
wealthy at one time, having large 
herds of cattle and horses. At the 
time of his death, it is reported, he 
had $262 in his pockets and a size­ 
able bank account. Surviving him are 
three nieces, Mrs. Orion Hatchitt. 
Carrie Pierce Casero and Annie 
Pierce, and the children of his de­ 
ceased nephew, Amado Miguel. 
Funeral services were held at 10 
o'clock today in the little Catholic 
church on the reservation.

He read the diary of De 
Anza and then proceeded to follow the 
trail, 
which

Nogales and comes

Valley w here it crosses tIre m ountains 
to* the coast, and up the const to San 
Francisco.

Mr. G abbert stated the Indians and 
W hites who followed the 
old 
trails 
subsisted on the plants they found in 
the desert and m ountains, and he list­ 
ed chilla seed, m esquite beans, serew- 
beans, agave buds, mountain acorns, 
pinon nuts and other plants as their 
principle food item s. From the desert 
they also obtained plants from which 
thev ma.I 
tin if drinks and narcotics. 
Mr. G abbert lias found m any Indian 
relics, am ong them n 32-Inch olia at 
the m outh of Snow Creek, and an In­ 
dian m ortar 
at 
W hitew ater point. 
Among the m ost interesting places he 
m entioned all of the canyons in tile 
Palm Springs area, and the Bill Keys 
country near Tw enty-nine Palm s and 
Moron go Valley.

To tile E ditor of The Desert Sun: 
May 1 com m ent on your recen t edi­ 
torial relative to th e location of th e 
highway betw een Palm Springs and 
Cathedral City, or rath er that portion 
of it betw een Araby Point and the 
Cree Ranch, and also on the le tte r of 
Pearl M. McManus, dealing w ith the 
sam e portion of the road. 


Those ow ning property in th a t area 
should have due consideration, hut for 
reasons well known I m ust ’’sk ip ’ dis­ 
cussion of it. 
H ow ever the village of 
Cathedral City was horn via th e old 
winding road, and now- with m ore titan 
a thousand residents to use a road to 
Palm Springs (principally for th e ben­ 
efit of Palm Springs m erchants and 
institutions) it would seem th a t care­ 
ful consideration should he given by 
all interests relative to the location of 
such a road. 


Our concern is, th at what should he 
done to protect the new road is not 
being done, nor does it appear from 
luthoritutivc source at hand (not 
excepting th e recent army engineers ¡ 
conference) that anything is d efin ite-! 
ly planned for the future. 


We that live here w ant a safe, p as-; 
sable road to Araby Point at all tim es; j 
one that will be m aintained in good 
condition; and one th at can he m ain­ 
tained should the county find it again 
tinder their control. 
Safe, clear view curves can he con-j 
structed In th e old road without undue ; 
expense, and m aintenance costs would • 
then be very low. As to relative traf-l 
fic dangers In the two routes, there j 
have been m any accidents and a death ¡j 
on the new read when there w ere no I 
storm hazards. 
And now as to my j I 
friends, and those I do not know, th eir 1 
lives 1 would safeguard, 
so 
please 
pause and consider this! 
During the j 
recent storm a fine, expensive c ar was ( 
ruined—stalled on the new road— not 
at Palm Canyon wash w here ruining ol 
cars is expected, but about two mile.: . 
further east. 
The occupants w ere 1 
rescued with ropes and

dragged through the w ater to safety, j 
Maybe the road w as not in a w a sh ,, 
but this car stalled on the highw ay. ¡ 
and when th e w ater ceased running 
and the w orkm en could reach it, the ¡ 
top of the c a r was visible above the j 
debris. (1 have pictures of th is car 
and other features of the flood th a t are 
interesting.) 
I am sure th at all that C athedral 
City w ants is a good road to A raby j 
Point and th en pray to the gods and ; 
the highway dep artm en t that som e day j 
a bridge will be constructed at this 
point so we m ay reach Palm Springs 
at all tim es.

S ecretary of the T reasury Morgen- 
thau has announced th at the total ma 
tu rity value of U nited S tates Savings 
Bonds sold through the close of busi­ 
ness March 7, 1938, am ounted to $1.­ 
584.462,875. This total was purchased 
by m ore than 1,260,000 investors and 
represents an average sale for each 
business 
day 
since M arch 1, 1935. 
w hen these bonds were first sold, of 
$1.720.375. 
A record for one day s sale of Sav­ 


ings Bonds was set on Monday. Ja n ­ 
uary 10, of this year, when $10,029,775, 
m aturity value, of these bonds were 
reported sold on this single day. Sales 
by postoffices throughout the country 
on 
th at day represented $9.025,350, 
m aturity value of bonds .and dlrect-by-
